Guideuulu and L'ariana aro village;; that 
agurd the aeo-ud line uf ataliuna, and Volta ia a 
town about four mile* in rear uf the aeound line of 
Mrt.a, and wilbtu a abort diatauce of the weatern 
baak of the Miuciu. We have Ibua the Auatrian 
order of battle and dialrihutiun uf force perfoctly 
indiuatod. What the French poaition* may have 
been, wc can only cunjeclure. They (iruhahly 
formed a line which would have Caatigliuue for ita 
center. Aa the Auatriana ray their left wing a;l- 
vanced beyond Caatle tloffredu, and nearly reached 
the liauka uf the Cbieae, it u probable that the 
allied force* were pnocipally concentrated in the 
higher diatrict, which appruacbea the shore of the 
Garda I-ake.

Austrian center which now cccn|iied it was tan 
mile* ia nar of th* (loaaiofl it had held tn tb* m >ra- 
iag. Tb* French were (ollowiag up their auoce** 
aad pnparimg for ao attack oa Volta witb tbeir 
main holy. If this akould auocard tba AadrUu 
army muat be cot in two and louiad. Tb* Auaiiian 
Emparar tberetur* caliad in big wings uow ao 
greatly io advai.c* of tb« centre and drew off hi. 
sclira ariny, oo', however, reireatiog far, but, aa 
would apfiM, raiiiiog only to lb* treuk of tbe Uio- 
cio, which, after Vuita had Ireouina hia central po- 
ailijB, wa* cloaer lo hi* rear. Next day Ire enresad 
th* river, and w* bav* tbe iigailicant anoouoceinaol 
Ikat Geo. Haa* takaa command, and that important 
baaiasat rcqoir** tb* ptaamca uf tba Emperor In 
Vtrnna.

They ate cboeen from Ibe Zuuavee— 
oad tboi niroae a guod deal— broken tu fatigue* 
and gvmoastic exkrcii«i, accustciiied lo haztrd 
tiMir lives A every iiiomsot, they possets that 
solidity aud that ruup doeU wh;ch doplicate lb* 
forces M Um euldier on the Uaitl* fisld. ra i odicsra 
all coDM from tb* tprcial troop* of lb* African 
army. After having bAO aubmitiad to a first 
aalection to enter into tbeir old regimeiiU, 
they are i^in alteotivoly exsmiued lo be admitted 
Inio ih* Guard. They may b* proud of their pod- 
tioo when cuusidariog tba quafiiiea required irom 
them. Officers acd aoidiara are worth r oo* of the 
Aner, and tb* only way to praise them aa thev 
daaerve ia to relate tbeir deed*. 

Oo tbs 18lh Jooe, 1855, tbodoy w»s lo.t; the Gen- 
erA-ia chief, deArous tu try a IaI and (wwarful af 
fort, sent for tbe Colooal of tbe Z .utva* of iba 
Goard; “Jaaoio,’’ said ha, pointing out to him tb* 
eoeiiiy’a lioa, “with your men you can paaaavery- 
where; wbA 1 ask of you ie im[io*aibl*; it ii, there- 
fore, that I intruat yuu with it." “I thank you,” 
wa* tb* gay reply from Jaunin, and ba added, 
“Gsnaral, I do oot say good -bva,” and tb* regimsnt 
lafl with cries af 17r« t Kaiptrritr! At tbe Aormiog 
of the MalakuflT tbuy remaioed as a reserve corps, 
but they clamored to be brought ou th* theatre id 
tb* fight; wbeo banding them tbeir uglr.

M. Guignard, wbo led it to Italy, is an expori-

Uenlh of Ibe Ime, be di-iioguisked b,mself, and ob- 
taioed tbe rank of Culuovl of the niBoieenth. After 
tba baula of kUgenla, H. Guignard bad the buoor 
of ncAving the falicitaUuas of Hii MijaAv tba 
Emp-ror, ia the preseucu of hia bravo Zouaves, wbu 
bad fought I ke lions, and bud shown tba Austrians 
that they really were tbe best aoidiara of France. 

Tiiz OurBBxax lit Vxxicx.— Tb* Vienna corro- 
s|>oodaul uf the Luudon Times, writing on tbe lU;b 
Ida , says : 

“The dislnilwncA at Venice on tbe 13th instant 
might have been vary Mriuu bad Lieut.

Many per- 
aons wer* arrsAcd, and on the llih svarythiog was 
pertVeUy quisL A report that Vaaics wat to be 
turraoderad to the Alias in thru day* wu the cauu 
of tbe muvemtot, which wa* encouraged by bands 
of half iutuxicated men, wbo (laradod the city witb 
tri-culured li'eboos and cockadaa." 

A corraspundant uf Iba Muroing Her Ad, in a let- 
tar dated Vanicc, June 14tb, says : 

“TtM moBOtuny of tba Aata uf tiage has beeo 
relieved to-day by a demonAratioo. A vogue rumor 
prevailed thA tba Fraoch wera coming — that ttiev 
bad laudad to tba north uf tba tuna, near the 
meuth ot tba Piava.
